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DETAILED ACTION 
Election/Restrictions 

Applicants election without traverse of claim 3 is acknowledged. Claim 4 is 
withdrawn from further consideration, as directed to claims non-elected without traverse, 
37CFR1.142. 

Drawings 

This application, filed under former 37 CFR 1.60, lacks formal drawings. The 
informal drawings filed in this application are acceptable for examination purposes. If 
the application is allowed, applicant will be required to submit new formal drawings. In 
unusual circumstances, the formal drawings from the abandoned parent application 
may be transferred by the grant of a petition under 37 CFR 1 .182. 

The drawings are objected to as failing to comply with 37 CFR 1.84(p)(5)

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 103 

The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set 
forth in section 1 02 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and 
the prior art are such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the 
invention was made to a person having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. 
Patentability shall not be negatived by the manner in which the invention was made. 

Claim 3 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over Teter in 
view of Magazzu. Teter discloses the elements of claim 3, however it fails to clearly 
disclose the use of a stike zone device with a bag that can be used as a carrying bag . 
Magazzu discloses the use of a stike zone device, it would have been obvious to one of 
ordinary skill in the art at the time of the invention to have employed the device of 
Magazzu with the apparatus of Teter in order to provide a practice device for the user 
and an easy means to transport and store the device. With regards to claim 3 in as 
much structure set forth, the apparatus in fig 2, item 14 is a "strike zone" and bag for 
carrying structure.
